FOREIGN school children visiting 
the city should go elsewhere accord¬ 
ing to a top councillor. 

Liberal Democrat Alex Perkins says the some¬ 
times rowdy youngsters are damaging 
Canterbury’s reputation for quality tourism and 
the city should be attracting higher spenders. 

But his views have put him on a collision course 
with tourism chiefs who welcome youngsters 
attracted to the historic city. 

Mr Perkins said coachloads of children from 
France and Belgium, who can behave in an unruly 
manner, could put off those willing to spend high in 
local hotels, bars, shops and restaurants. 

And he has called for more hotels to attract 
well-heeled visitors - and less emphasis on coach 
parks for school day-trippers. 

The antics of European children in Canterbury 
has long been a source of local concern and has 
caused friction in the city centre. 

Now Mr Perkins said he wants to encourage 
“quality tourism and more discerning visitors” to 
the city - even suggesting Dover as an alterna¬ 
tive town to visit. 

He said: “It’s a minority, but you can see French 
or Belgian school children running around 
colouring each others hair green and spraying 
each other with silly string. 

‘We were debating coach parks, when I said 
what we need is more hotels. 

‘With such facilities we can ask ourselves - 
how many of these coach parties do we need? 

“A middle-aged couple staying in a hotel will 
spend an average of £150-£200 a weekend. This is 
against a school child who spends an average of £5. 

“And the children can have a negative effect on 
the higher spenders who want to spend quality 
time here.

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£llm sell-off 
to fund city's 
build projects

THE council is to sell-off 
more than £11 million of 
the city’s assets to pay for 
major projects such as the 
new Marlowe Theatre and 
the Beaney Institute. 

The decision was passed at an 
executive meeting last week where 
members voted to go ahead with an 
asset disposal programme which 
will see land and property owned 
by Canterbury council sold off to 
raise money. 

The report presented to the execu¬ 
tive read: “To fund a project like the 
Marlowe Theatre refurbishment, 
with a requirement for £14-16m of 
funding from the council’s resources, 
is a challenge. 

“It is proposed therefore that the 
council changes its approach to asset 
disposal and becomes much more 
proactive about how it manages its 
property holdings.” 

Prime concern 

It is estimated £8m of land and 
property is to be sold from 2008 to 
2010, with a further £3m earmarked 
for sale before 2012. 

Interest earned on the cash pot 
would help support the authority’s 
revenue budget from 2011, saving an 
estimated £180,000 per year in inter¬ 
est on loans which would otherwise 
have been required. 

Canterbury council says it will not 
reveal which assets are to be dis¬ 
posed of, citing commercial sensitivi¬ 
ty as a prime concern, but a 
spokesman has confirmed these will 
include land and buildings. 

The council is downplaying the 
decision, describing the disposals as 
“a drop in the ocean” compared to the 
district’s hundreds of millions of 
pounds worth of assets. 



MAJOR PROJECT: The Beaney Institute 

A spokesman said: “The city coun¬ 
cil has a property and land portfolio 
worth hundreds of millions of 
pounds, so a disposal programme of 
£llm over four years is a compara¬ 
tive drop in the ocean. 

“The council has long had a policy 
of selling property, when necessary, 
to fund capital projects. This 
approach means we do not have to 
borrow so much, which reduces the 
impact on the taxpayer. 

“Income from sale of property will 
help fund what is a major pro¬ 
gramme of capital projects around 
the district, including Whitstable 
Castle, relocating the pier sports cen¬ 
tre in Herne Bay, the Beaney, the 
new Marlowe Theatre and the fourth 
park and ride site. 

“The details of properties that 
could be sold must remain confiden¬ 
tial for commercial reasons, but no 
final decision of what these proper¬ 
ties are has been made. 

(t We will choose which to dispose of 
depending on the market conditions 
and opportunities that become avail¬ 
able. Full council will be asked to 
agree to the disposal programme.”

“It is largely a matter of supervision. 

“For example I was outside the 
Lord’s Mayor’s office when a German 
student - who had been wading in the 
river on a hot day - came up to us and 
we saw he had cut his foot. We couldn’t 
find a teacher - nor could any of the 
other pupils who volunteered to help. 

‘We couldn’t stop the bleeding and 
so we eventually called an ambu¬ 
lance. When a teacher did appear we 
discovered they had been in the pub 
all afternoon after just supervising 
the children for the morning.” 

But tourism manager for 
Canterbury, Neil McCollum, pointed 
out the children are good for business. 

He said: “Cllr Perkins said they 
should go to Dover but we want to 
keep them. 

‘We know what they spend, local 
jobs depend on them in a secondary 
sense so we want them to keep coming. 

“Cllr Perkins’ views do not accord 
with the views of the council. We wel¬ 
come French and Belgian children as 
they are good for the local economy. 

“They can be high sprited - but so 
can children anywhere else.”

We'd rather pay more 
than see services cut 

NEARLY 40 per cent of people in the 
Canterbury district would prefer high¬ 
er taxes to cuts in service according to 
the latest research by the council. 

A public consultation about budget 
proposals in the draft corporate plan 
revealed that 39 per cent of people 
would accept higher taxes over reduc¬ 
tions in council services, while only 
nine per cent preferred lower taxes 
and fewer services. 

Community safety topped the list of 
budget priorities, followed by grants 
to voluntary organisations and anti¬ 
graffiti patrols. 

Across the board increases in park¬ 
ing charges came under fire with 
dozens of letters complaining about 
the “excessive” cost of car parking, in 
Canterbury in particular.

WINNERS from this year’s 
Edinburgh Festival will be visiting 
Whitstable this September for the 
town’s first-ever comedy festival, 
billed as the biggest of its kind in 
the South East. 

Organisers of the Whitstable Winkle comedy 
event cannot name names yet, but have con¬ 
firmed that stars of the world-renowned fringe 
festival will be coming straight to the seaside 
town to perform in intimate venues such as the 
Horsebridge Centre during September 18-21. 

Promoter Steve Graham said: “It’s going to be 
a full-on festival; you will definitely know there 
is a comedy festival going on for those four days. 

“There will be something for everybody, from 
the oldest to the youngest, and it won’t just be 
about going to shows. 

“There will be street entertainers, quizzes 


and competitions going on throughout. 

‘We’ve been planning it for 18 months. There 
will be winners and nominees from the 
Edinburgh Festival and several other large 
comedy festivals. These will be faces you know. 

“The saying for the festival is ‘big names in 
small venues’; it’s going to be the biggest event 
of its kind in the South East and we hope to 
grow it each year right here in Whitstable.” 

Programme 

The Whitstable Winkle Comedy Festival was 
dreamed up by Steve Graham and Ashley 
Watson as they sat in a comedy club. 

Mr Graham said: “We thought why not hold 


something in Whitstable, where you can just 
walk out of your door and see some great com¬ 
edy instead of having to travel to other places?” 

With a background in stand-up, booking and 
comedy writing, Mr Graham is well placed to 
stage the event which he hopes will become a 
fixture of the Kent calendar. 

Several pubs, cafes and community centres 
are already on board and a varied programme 
of entertainment designed to appeal to the 
whole community is being planned.

Police probe 
into bam blaze 

ARSONISTS could be to blame for a 
blaze which destroyed a barn in 
Chartham over the weekend that was 
visible for miles. 

The fire in Baker’s Lane broke out 
just after 9am on Saturday and caused 
thousands of pounds worth of damage. 

Fortunately, no animals were being 
kept in the building at the time which 
contained hay, feed and riding equip¬ 
ment, and no one was injured. 

Police are investigating the cause 
of the fire and have not ruled out 
the possibility that it was started 
deliberately. 

More than 20 firefighters and five 
engines tackled the blaze directing 
water jets onto the timber-framed barn 
to bring the flames under control. 

At its height, the resulting plume of 
smoke from the inferno could be seen for 
several miles. 

The barn, which measured about 12- 
metres by six-metres, was almost 
completely destroyed, with more than 80 
per cent of the building reduced to ashes 
and the rest left badly damaged.

TRASHED wing mirrors could soon 
be a thing of the past for 
Littlebourne villagers who are fed 
up with having their cars damaged 
by passing vehicles. 

Kent County Council member 
for the area, Michael Northey, has 
promised £7,000 from his members’ 
grant to pay for four kerb extensions 
to protect parked cars along the 
infamous stretch of road. 

A members’ grant is a £10,000 
annual grant made available to 
every county council member to 
spend freely on projects in their local 
community 

Mr Northey said: “Relief is at hand 
for the long-suffering residents of 
Littlebourne. Along the hill and 
High Street long lines of parked cars 
have often been hit by two-way traf¬ 
fic speeding or getting too close. 

“There have been several horrific 
crashes and cars written-off. 

“Scores of people have had wing- 
mirrors wrecked. It is very fortunate

there were not serious injuries or 
even fatalities. 

“People are sick and tired of 
irresponsible drivers damaging cars 
and then just driving off.” 

Anger at the problem has been 
building in Littlebourne for some 
time with villagers also having to 
put up with heavy goods vehicles 
used for transporting fruit from 
nearby farms. 

Mr Northey said: “My enquiries 
found that a previous Village Plan 
included three kerb extensions to 
protect the parked cars. 

“Unfortunately the money wasn't 
there in the highways’ budget. 

“So I am now funding these plus 
one extra from my members’ grant. I 
have set aside £7,000 and am getting 
further funding.” 

If approved, it is hoped that work 
will begin in April or May.

Professor lifts lid on how 
sport fuels tourism boom 

A LEADING expert on major sporting 
events has published a new book examin¬ 
ing the link between sport and tourism.

COUNTING Status Quo, Sinead 
O’Connor and Turin Brakes among 
his customers, dedication has paid 
off for Canterbury luthier Alister 
Atkin. 

The guitar maker, based in an unassuming 
industrial unit at Hersden, has been crafting 
instruments - including mandolins and sever¬ 
al types of acoustic guitar - since he first made 
one as a pupil at St Edmund’s School. 

Mr Atkin said: “It’s all I’ve ever done, and all 
I’ve ever really wanted to do. It becomes some¬ 
thing of an obsession. I lay awake at night 
thinking ‘I wonder if that combination of wood 
would work? I’ll try that tomorrow’.” 

After learning joinery at the esteemed 
London School of Furniture, Mr Atkin 
became apprentice to local luthier Andy 
Crockett, and they still share the workshop 
in Hersden. 

Over the last few years Mr Atkin has built

250 guitars, experimenting with woods and 
finishes and winning fans among some of the 
world’s most famous players. He has even 
taken on his own apprentice who will help him 
up production from 50 to 100 instruments a 
year over the next 12 months. 

Mr Atkin is currently working on an instru¬ 
ment for ex-Pulp guitarist Richard Hawley, 
but remembers when it was a struggle to sell 
any of his instruments. 

He said: “At the beginning I had to do as 
much networking as possible. There was lots 
of knocking on doors and thrusting guitars 
into people’s hands. 

“My first break came with a guitarist called 
Boo Hewerdine. We were able to get reviews in 
magazines and it really took off from there. 

“Status Quo was an accident. An engineer 
had invited me up to a studio to meet Richard 
Ashcroft from the Verve, and I went up and 


spoke to him for a bit - he was a really nice 
guy - and left him a guitar. 

“About a week later, the engineer phoned me 
and said ‘Richard says it’s not really his cup of 
tea, but Status Quo have just been in and they 
want one each’.” 

Unlike American makers like Gibson and 
Martin from whom Mr Atkin draws inspira¬ 
tion, Atkin guitars, while not cheap by most 
people’s standards, represent an affordable 
way into the exclusive world of hand-built 
instruments. 

He said: “I started in a garage in Bridge near 
Canterbury, then I moved from various sheds 
and farm buildings until we came here. I 
remember thinking will anyone really pay 
more than £1,000 for one of my guitars? 

“My guitars are quite traditional. Acoustic 
guitarists in general are quite conservative, so 
I don’t offer anything too wild, although we 
will discuss what the customer wants. 
Although they normally come to us because 
they know what we do best.”

With the first fifty guitars you make you are defin¬ 
ing your sound, and from then on you know what 
works for you." 

The short film follows the process from start to fin¬ 
ish, uncovering the amazing attention to detail required 
to produce world-leading luthiery. 

From picking out perfect bits of wood to finishing the 
guitar with the thinnest of treatments so as to pre¬ 
serve the natural resonance, the intricate process is 
explained by Mr Atkin himself. 

We get an exclusive look at the workshop where the 
wood is shaped, braced and joined. 

We also talk to Mr Atkin about his own musical expe¬ 
riences and the great players who now perform with 
Atkin guitars.

THE SPORTSMAN has joined an 
exclusive list of top restaurants 
after being awarded a prestigious 
Michelin star in this year’s guide 
to the nation’s top eateries. 

The pub, set just yards from the seafront on 
Faversham Road at Seasalter, is renowned 
for serving “fancy food without the frills” 
with head chef and owner Stephen Harris 
taking inspiration from top restauranteurs 
such as Gordon Ramsey and Alain Ducasse, 
stripping dishes down to the bare essentials. 

Front of house manager Emma Read said 
the team working at the pub were delighted 
by the award. 

She said: “We’ve always been in the guide 
on the good food at moderate prices list. But 
we are all really pleased.” 

The Sportsman has already enjoyed rave 
reviews in many national newspapers, and 
this award is expected to cement its reputa¬ 
tion in Kent and beyond. 

The kitchen makes a point of sourcing high 
quality ingredients from three local farms 
just a few miles away. Fresh vegetables are 
delivered daily from Mallards Farm just 
around the corner, with meat coming from 
Waterham and Monkshill farms which are 
also nearby. 

Meanwhile, seafood, including Whitstable

native oysters, comes from neighbouring 
Whitstable and Hythe, with other ingredi¬ 
ents such as game sourced from local dealers. 

Because of the strictly local nature of the 
ingredients, the Sportsman’s menu is con¬ 
stantly changing, although the pub recently 
introduced a special tasting menu available 
to pre-order. 

The renowned Michelin directory lists the 
best eateries in the UK and Ireland, offering 
a variety of culinary delights for a range of 
budgets. 

Other establishments mentioned include 
Read’s in Faversham which has retained its 
one star rating, although one pub, The Dove 
in Dargate, was removed from the guide’s 
good food at moderate prices list. 

But landlord, Phillip MacGregor, explained 
that he had only recently taken over the pub, 
which has previously been renowned locally 
for its gastronomic attractions. 

He said: “I hope to be listed with the same 
accolade as previously come next year.” 

Inspectors anonymously visited 4,567 ven¬ 
ues including hotels, guesthouses, restau¬ 
rants and pubs. 

The county has no two or three star rated 
restaurants.

wife Emma and I were privileged 
enough to meet the wounded at Selly Oak 
Hospital in Birmingham. We walked into a 
ward of thirty or so soldiers, sitting or lying on 
their beds, in t-shirts and boxers and they 
were wounded. 

They were not lying there under white 
sheets like in the movies, they were on top of 
the bed-clothes and they were missing arms 
and legs. One man was missing both his legs 
and his neck was in a brace. He was consoling 
the son of another soldier who had died in the 
incident in which he had nearly died; it was 
profoundly moving. 

We came home determined to do something, 
it is difficult not to want to do something when 
you meet these people who are so brave, mod¬ 
est and humorous. And so Help for Heroes was 
born.

( The response has been amazing, are you surprised by 
the scale of public feeling this represents? 

No. People are basically good, decent and 
caring. Sure, we get bound up in our lives, 
swept along with the current of jobs, families, 
stress, hassles. We have not become bad; we 
are just busy. But we have noticed an amazing 
generosity of spirit coming through Help for 
Heroes. By stressing that we are non-political 
and non-critical, we are enabling people to 
divorce their lack of support for the wars from 


their feelings of admiration of those who are 
fighting them. We can show our support, by 
donation, for those servicemen and women 
who join the armed forces to serve their coun¬ 
try and are wounded doing their duty. And this 
has been borne out by the donations flooding 
in. 

We raised nearly £1.5 million in nine weeks. 
Surely that is unprecedented. The goodwill is 
infectious, and this feeling, this crazy, naive, 
fun, but ridiculously addictive desire to make 
this work, to make a difference. People are 
enjoying catching this virus, this desire to 
help, to do something really great, to buck the 
system.

PETER 

CLARK 

Peter Clark is the 
deputy director of 
Canterbury 
Archaeological Trust 
Here he talks to Jenny 
Armstrong about 
exciting finds and his 
unique current project 



How did you get into archaeology? 

I started digging when I was 15. There was a dig near my 
school and they needed volunteers. I got bitten by the bug. 
After that I spent every holiday and every weekend dig¬ 
ging. I've been doing archaeology ever since. 

What is the most interesting thing you've found? 

The most interesting thing I've ever found has to be the 
Dover Bronze Age boat which we found completely unex¬ 
pectedly at the bottom of a six-metre shaft. After the exca¬ 
vation I was put in charge of the study and it's taken up the 
rest of my life since then. 

In September 1992, the remains of the Bronze Age 
stitched plank boat were discovered buried below the 
streets of Dover. This prehistoric boat (1600BC) is the ear¬ 
liest example of sea transport yet found. 

What is the most valuable thing you've found? 

Probably it was a solid gold ring in London. I'd been work¬ 
ing on a site in Billingsgate in London. It was a solid gold 
medieval ring with an inscription round it. 

The most beautiful thing I ever found was on the same 
excavation. I was using a pick. Stuck on the end of the pick 
was a small figure, which turned out to be a 13th century 
medieval chess piece. 

What are you working on now? 

As deputy director of the trust I have a lot of responsibili¬ 
ties, mostly trying to push out publications. A current proj¬ 
ect is a book about the Bronze Age in Thanet. 

As far as personal projects are concerned, I wrote a 
book about the Bronze Age Dover Boat, which was pub¬ 
lished in 2004.

Back on the 
road again 

Folk legends mark milestone with tour 



CELEBRATE the 40th 
anniversary of a music leg¬ 
end when Fairport Conv¬ 
ention arrives in Kent. 

The band has attracted a huge fan 
base during its four decades in the 
business, as well as developing the 
world famous music festival at 
Cropredy. The line-up features 
founder member Simon Nicol on gui¬ 
tar and vocals, bassist Dave Pegg, 
Chris Leslie on fiddle, mandolin and 
vocals, violinist Ric Sanders and 
drummer Gerry Conway 

Over the years there have been 
many line-up changes, break-ups, 
reunions and even tragedy, as well as 
some unforgetable music. 

The band began as a four-piece in 
1967, which rehearsed at the family 
home of guitarist Simon Nicol. The 
house in North London was called 
Fairport, which inspired the name. 

The first line-up lasted for just one 
gig in a church hall. When a young 
drummer, Martin Lamble, saw them 
perform, he decided he could do a 
much better job and took over the 
role from Shaun Frater. 

Recruiting a female singer, Judy 
Dyble, helped the band stand out 
and, after playing at a number of 
underground venues, they were soon 
signed up to Island Records. With the 
addition of an extra male vocalist, 
the self-titled debut album was 
released by the end of 1967. 

Things were going well, with the

band on the brink of inventing the 
new genre of folkrock. A French lan¬ 
guage version of Bob Dylan’s If You 
Gotta Go just missed out on a Top 20 
chart slot, but it did lead to an 
appearance on Top of the Pops. 

Then tragedy struck when the 
band’s van crashed, killing Lamble 
and Jeannie Franklyn, the girlfriend 
of guitarist Richard Thompson. The 
devastated survivers almost gave up, 
but eventually they went back to the 
studio and recorded the classic 
album Liege And Lief in 1969. 

During the 70s, there were a bewil¬ 
dering number of line-up changes 
and by the time the group stabilised, 
Fairport found itself without a record 
deal. 

A farewell tour was staged and the 


final outdoor concert was held in the 
Oxfordshire village of Cropredy, 
where bass guitarist Dave Pegg 
lived. The following year, they per¬ 
formed a reunion concert at the same 
spot and the festival was bom. 

There were more line-up changes 
during the 80s and 90s and for a 
while there were two versions of 
Fairport mnning in parallel. But the 
21st century has seen a stable and 
successful band, enjoying popular 
tours and some new albums 
released. 

Fairport Convention was given the 
Lifetime Achievement gong at the 
BBC Radio 2 Folk Awards in 2002, 
while album Liege And Lief was 
voted the best folk album ever. It also 
won a Gold Disc in 2006 for its con¬ 
tinuing sales.

Depp's demon 
performance

“I’LL admit it - I have shaved a 
grown man before,” laughs Johnny 
Depp, who lathers his customers 
before slitting their throats as the 
eponymous murderer in new musi¬ 
cal Sweeney Todd: The Demon 
Barber Of Fleet Street which hit 
the big screen on Friday. 

“He is alive,” says Johnny of his ‘client’. “He’s 
walking round to this day” 

The movie - for which he has just scooped a 
Best Actor Golden Globe and last week an 
Oscar nomination for the same award - pro¬ 
vided a new challenge for the 44-year-old, 
whose chameleon-like ability to slip into any 
character and make him original is legendary 
But Sweeney Todd wasn’t about mere acting. 

“I had never sung a song,” reveals Johnny, 
who used to play guitar in an 80s band called 
The Rids. 

“I was the guy who would come in and sing 
the harmony, very quickly. It would be all of 
three seconds and then I was out.” 

However, he admits that music was always 
his first love. “I wanted to be a rock star,” he 
says. “I didn’t even think about acting. I was a 
musician for years before I did a movie.” 

So when long-time collaborator Tim Burton 
came along asking him to take on Sweeney - 
based on the famously-intricate Stephen 
Sondheim stage musical - Johnny decided to 
participate in his own mini-X Factor. 

He called ex-bandmate chum Bruce Witkin 
and went into the studio to record one of the 
film’s songs, on the proviso that Witkin told 
him truthfully if he had the vocal ability to 
pull off the entire movie. 

Witkin remembers: “I said ‘Do you want the 
good news or the bad news?’ Johnny said,

Well, give me the bad news’. And I said, ‘The 
bad news is you’re going to have to do this’.” 

Johnny signed up, playing the doomed anti- 
hero who turns to murder after his family is 
stolen from him and he is unjustly imprisoned 
for 15 years. He is joined by Helena Bonham 
Carter as his accomplice Mrs Lovett, the lady 
who comes up with the plan to dispose of the 
dead bodies by turning them into delicious 
pies. The rest of the cast includes Alan 
Rickman as baddie Judge Turpin and Timothy 
Spall as the evil Beadle Bamford. 

“Sweeney’s obviously a dark figure,” explains 
Johnny. “But I think hyper-sensitive. He has 
experienced something very traumatic, a 
grave injustice and I always saw him as a vic¬ 
tim. Anyone who is victimised and then 
becomes a murderer can’t be all there.” 

Complete with gothic wardrobe and bouffant 
locks highlighted by a shocking streak of 
white, the actor ends up sounding pretty good.

Johnny says Sweeney and his Cockney 
brogue is not based on anyone in particular. 
The voice, he says, comes “just from spending 
time over in Britain”. 

The UK is now only a short hop from his 
base in France, where he lives with his two 
children and girlfriend Vanessa Paradis. “I 
don’t hang out with anybody who is famous,” 
he says of his laid-back Gallic existence. “I 
don’t know who is rich or poor or successful 
and it feels good.” 

Indeed, he manages to pretty much stay out 
of the tabloids, relishing his family time. 

“I just want to spend as much time with my 
kids as possible,” he says. “Doing simple things 
like going out to the trampoline and swing set, 
or just looking in the garden to see how the 
tomatoes are doing - old man stuff.”

IMAGINE flying thousands of 
miles to escape the hassles of nor¬ 
mal life and commune with nature 
in the raw - and ending up instead 
with noisy neighbours. 

They roll back in the early hours, oblivious to 
those trying to sleep, carry on noisily partying 
and woe betide anyone calling time on their fun. 

That’s exactly what I got on safari in Kenya. 
For two nights outside my tent in the middle 
of the bush, starting with the regularity of 
clockwork at 3am I could hear obscene grunts 
and panting, and heavy bodies lurching about. 

A nightmare? No, a dream come true and 
rather than pulling the duvet over my head 
and cursing I watched the outrageous antics 
from the safety of my tent window. 

That was because the creatures aping the 
behaviour of the worst kind of ‘chavs’ abroad 
were hippos. 

Fat, noisy beasts whose hygiene leaves a lot 
to be desired - their idea of a spa break is 
basking in thick mud on the side of the river 
bank - were frolicking only a few feet away. 

Being so close to them was just one of the 
magical moments on an adventure in the heart 
of one of the most spectacular game reserves in 
the world, the Masai Mara in Kenya. 

Every year, this National Park welcomes the 
Great Migration - two million wildebeest, 
zebra, and gazelle from Tanzania in search of 
lush grazing. 

They join the resident community of other 
animals, including a star cast known as the 
Big Five because they were the most coveted 
by hunters - lion, African elephant, buffalo, 
black rhino and leopard - and a host of lesser 
players from hyena to monkeys. 

For the first two nights we camped at 
Governor’s II Moran on the banks of the River 
Mara in a huge tent with reassuringly solid 


‘walls’ of double-thick canvas. It came com¬ 
plete with electricity, king size bed, crisp cotton 
sheets, and ensuite bathroom with a Victorian 
rolltop bath, shower and flushing loo. 

There are only 10 tents at this intimate, 
exclusive sanctuary, which has no fences and 
blends so smoothly into the environment that 
the wildlife feels as ‘at home’ wandering 
through as paying guests. Guards are on hand 
at all times to avoid any close encounters of 
the wrong sort. 

While facilities and food at the camp are of 
the highest 21st century standard, the safari 
experience is like stepping out of time. Awoken 
for tea at 6am - sunrise and sunset are the 
best time to see the animals - we climbed 
sleepily into an open truck to ‘stalk’ the game. 

Time and again our guide took us almost 
within touching distance of the game. 


Nothing compares with the prized sight of a 
pride of lions. After hours of scanning the 
plains, there’s a real thrill of achievement 
when you find them. 

Later, our superb three-course dinners in the 
open air were enlivened by the musical accom¬ 
paniment of the noises of the bush - croaking 
bullfrogs, crickets and the far-off cries of 
hyena. 

It was soon time to drive up into the hillside 
to our next stop. Mara Bushtops is like an 
eagle’s eerie with spectacular views across 
Mara Siana wildlife conservancy, bordering 
the Masai Mara. 

Its accommodation is five-star, with tents on 
solid wooden floors facing out over the valley. 
A verandah, complete with a hot tub allows 
you to ‘wallow’ in much the same way as ani¬ 
mals at the waterhole far below.

Amanda judges time is 
right to get out of Africa

LAST time we heard about 
Amanda Holden, the actress had 
discovered a dead body in the 
woods while she was out on a run. 

It was in November and the star was out for 
a jog with her personal trainer when they 
happened across an unfortunate soul who had 
hanged himself from a tree. 

“Can I just say, when I found the dead body, 
the papers said I was 39 and I’m 36!” she says. 
“I was more traumatised by the fact they got 
my age wrong than the fact I found a stiff. 

“I’m so terrible, because obviously someone 
did lose their loved one and I don’t mean to be 
flippant. 

“I did say I could take over from Amanda 
Burton in Silent Witness now, because I wasn’t 
fazed by it, purely because I didn’t think it was 
real. 

“It was awful, but not as traumatising as it 
could have been.” 

At the moment she is in gruelling training 
for this year’s London Marathon. “I won’t be 
like Jade Goody,” she reveals. “I am training 
three or four times a week. I’m knackered. I 
went out this morning. It’s good though, 
because you can eat loads of cake.” 

It’s a typical Amanda response - self- 
deprecating, witty, honest. 

Whatever you may think of her past tabloid 
travails (though that stuff has all settled down 
now she is happily ensconced with beau Chris 
Hughes and baby Lexi), she’s never less than 
cheerily candid, an increasing rarity amongst 
celebs. 

That’s why she has to actively stop herself 
when asked about her exit from Wild At 
Heart, the third series of which is now 
underway on ITV1.

“I can’t discuss the ending,” she giggles. “I 
keep getting into trouble for giving it away.” 

Amanda plays vet’s wife Sarah in the show, 
who along with husband Danny (Stephen 
Tompkinson) has made a new life for herself 
on a nature reserve in Africa. A warm and 
cuddly weekend drama, the end of her 
contract meant an important decision, though 
not, it turns out, a difficult one. 


“To be honest, it wasn’t,” she admits. “Lexi is 
nearly two now and it got to the point where I 
couldn’t take her out of the country for six 
months of the year. It’s not fair on my family, 
it’s not really fair on her. 

“She was a babe in arms last year, so I had 
her on set all the time. But she’s inherited the 
noisy gene from her mother and she’s not 
really quiet on set, so we both got told off a lot 
for speaking. She’s walking around and there’s 
a lot of poo and creepy-crawlies, so it’s not 
really the best environment for her.” 

Nonetheless, shooting her final scenes ended 
up being one of Amanda’s best experiences 
working on the show. 

“It was brilliantly exciting, because it’s all 
very action-packed. I felt like GI Jane, because 
it was physical and with lots of screaming,” 
she explains. 

“It was an emotional day, but it passed and 
the people that I loved there I’ll stay in contact 
with, so I haven’t lost anything really.” 

Is there a chance she will come back? “I did 
have lunch with the producer who is trying to 
make me come back!” she laughs. “So that’s all 
I’ll say. He can’t afford me. Now I’m working 
for the Cowell, my expectations are high.” 

She confirms she is back alongside Simon 
Cowell as a judge for the next series of Britain’s 
Got Talent, which is set to begin filming this 
month and transmit later in the year. 

“I’m loving the light entertainment side of 
things at the moment,” she says. ‘We start 
filming for three months, going round the 
country, auditioning.” 

That said, she is only signing up for one 
series at a time, partly so that she can try and 
combine it with acting and her home life (she 
reveals that 2008 “will be” the year she finally 
gets married) and partly so she can focus her 
energy on the Marathon, which she is doing on 
behalf of the Bom Free Foundation, of which 
she is a patron.

Bonus drop puts 
locals on ladder 

LOWER City bonuses mean fewer high 
earners will look to buy big in the coun¬ 
try this year - so local people have a bet¬ 
ter chance to move up the property lad¬ 
der into their dream homes.

But what really impresses about all Versos 
is their driving appeal. 

The T180 is particularly good, with dra¬ 
matic low down pulling power from its 
175bhp 2.2-litre turbodiesel making for 
impressive acceleration through a crisp and 
precise six-speed gearbox, yet it is neither 
raucous or coarse so an average of 40+mpg 
and relaxed motorway cruising is also part 
of the package. 

Ride quality is a shrewd mixture of comfort 
plus taut handling with feedback through the 
wheel excellent for this class - whisper it, but 
I quite enjoyed a week with the car, mostly 
driving solo. 

Versatility and space is top notch with both 
rearmost rows of seats folding flat to the floor 
for easy loading in Van mode’. The middle 
ones also slide to vary boot space or legroom 
for those in the rearmost seats. 

Like many rivals, using full seven-seat 
capacity means that boot space is modest, 
though no buyer of seven-seaters in this 
class should expect to use the cramped extra 
pair more than occasionally - for the school 
run perhaps.

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Exports still strong 
despite downturn 


MANUFACTURING demand in the South 
East has remained firm in the face of serious 
concerns of a global economic downturn, 
according to the latest CBI Industrial Trends 


survey. 

Three months ago bosses 
were expressing their fears 
as the credit crunch began to 
bite - but their pessimism 
faded as orders for British- 
made goods continued to hold 
up and exports grew at their 
fastest rate for 12 years. 

Malcolm Hyde, CBI South 
East Regional Director, said: 
“Manufacturers share simi¬ 
lar concerns to other sectors 
about the economy - a fear 
that rising costs might 
become combined with slow¬ 
ing demand. 

“Thankfully, the expected 
wobble in demand didn’t 
materialise in the last three 
months and orders for 
British-made goods have held 
up, particularly from abroad. 

“What we are seeing is part 
of a necessary rebalancing of 
the economy, in the face of 
slowing consumer spending.” 

He said the dilemma now 
facing the Bank of England 
over interest rates is to weigh 
risks of a slowdown with the 
real and present pressure on 
prices in both factories and 
other areas of the economy. 

“Price pressures from oil 
and food costs will bring 
higher inflation in the short¬ 
term and may push the infla¬ 
tion rate further above target 
during 2008, making the 
Bank’s decision even more 
difficult,” he said.

Although export orders in 
particular are remaining 
healthy, rising food and 
energy costs mean bosses 
expect their domestic prices 
to go up at the fastest rate 
for 13 years, pushing up 
export prices faster than 
they have done over the last 
two years. 

Demand has continued to 
grow, with 28 per cent of 
firms saying total new orders 
increased in the three 
months to January compared 
with 17 per cent reporting a 
decrease. This exceeded 
expectations, but slower 
growth is expected in the 
next three months. 

But demand this quarter 
was for the most part driven 
by export orders, no doubt 
helped by the weaker pound - 
though much of the currency’s 
depreciation occurred after 
the survey was conducted. 

Exports grew at the fastest 
rate since October 1995, but 
concerns that political and 
economic conditions abroad 
will limit orders over the 
coming three months have 
increased slightly since 
October and expectations are 
for flat growth in the next 
three months.

KENT opening batsman Joe Denly 
believes the county will be well-placed for 
an assault on cricket’s domestic trophies 
when the season starts in April. 

The 21-year-old is in India with the England Lions 
squad, which began with a three-day practice match in 
Mumbai yesterday 

Denly will spend a month in India before returning to 
join up with the Kent squad for pre-season training. 

The county have had a relatively quiet winter in 
terms of player transfers, with the exception of bringing 
Azhar Mahmood in from neighbours Sussex. 

After playing against him last season, Denly is look¬ 
ing forward to having the experienced all-rounder on 
his side. 

He told Yourcanterbury: “His control with the white 
ball is unbelievable. In Championship cricket he is an 
all-round great player, so it is exciting to watch him play 

“Especially in the one-dayers and the Twenty20, I 
think it will draw crowds to see him. He has had a few 
games against us and he has often been the difference, 
so to have him on our side is a real boost.” 

Mahmood played Test cricket for Pakistan but with a 
successful application for British citizenship, Kent still 
have room to sign an overseas player this coming season. 

Even before the inclusion of a potential international 
star, Denly believes the squad have what it takes to 
build on last season’s Twenty20 Cup success. 

He said: “If you look at our squad, it’s frightening real¬ 
ly the strength we have. 

“I think we are capable of doing anything this year, we 
can progress from last year and lift the Twenty20 again 
and do well in the Pro 40 and the C & G, in every com¬ 
petition really 

“It is an exciting time and I am really looking forward 
to being a part of it.” 

Although Mahmood is the only new player to arrive 
at the St Lawrence Ground since the end of last season, 
Amjad Khan’s recovery from injury will be comparable 
to making a new signing. 

The 24-year-old missed the whole of last season with 
a knee problem, but after a long spell of rehabilitation 
the fast bowler is poised to make a return. 

After playing against him in the nets recently, Denly 
confirms the Danish-born player is progressing nicely 

He said: “I think it has surprised everyone how far he 
has come along. He looks stronger and fitter and is still 
firing them down at a pretty quick pace. 

“It will be nice seeing him back bowling again for 
Kent - we definitely need him because he is an asset for 
any team.”

City on the verge of
